(Gazetted May 1st, 1924). 

In accordance with the powers vested in me hy Section 2 ol‘ the above- 
mentioned Ordinance, it is hereby ordered as follows: 


1. The Customs frontier between Palestine and Syria on the North and 
East shall he as follows: 


From Ras El Nakura following the political frontier to Jebel Ghahieli at 
Cairn 23 of the frontier demarcation; thence in a straight line to Rosh Pinah 
in the Sub-District of Salad; thence along the Tiberias-Damascus Road to the 
Bridge of Ranat Yacub; and thence following the political frontier on the 
Eastern boundary. 

2. Goods not of Syrian origin, goods that are manufactured in Syria from 
local or foreign materials, and tobacco and all its products may cross the said 
frontier at the following places of entry only, and shall approach the s iid places 
by the routes prescribed below: 


(a) Ras El Nakura: approached by tin' Beirut-A ere Road. 

(b) Rosh Pinah: approached by the Metullah-Rosh Pinah Road. 

(c) The Bridge of Ranat Yacub; approached by the Damascus-Rosh 
Pinah Road. 

(d) Samakh: approached by the Railway from El Hammeb to Haifa. 

Agricultural produce of all kinds, other than tobacco, may cross the frontier 
al any place or by any road.
